■         I.  Amend  the  Zoning  District  regulations  as  described  in  "Schedule  II  — 
Dimensional  Regulation,"  of  the  Newfields  Zoning  Ordinance  to  alter  minimum  lot 
size  and  frontage  requirements  lots  within  the  Sewered  Area  as  follows: 

.         With  Public  Sewer  -  minimum  lot  area  ^3t560  square  feet  (l  acre) 

P         With  Public  Sewer  -  minimum  frontage  100  feet 

II.  Article  IX.  Growth  Limitation  Controls 

A.  Purpose  -  growth  control  limitations  as  presented  in  this  Article 
are  enacted  in  order  to: 

1,  Ensure  that  the  rate  of  growth  of  the  Town  does  not  unreasonably 
interfere  with  the  Town's  capacity  for  planned,  orderly,  and 
sensible  expansion  of  its  services  to  accommodate  such  growth. 

2.  Enable  the  Town  to  continue  to  provide  for  public  services 
without  undue  delay  or  financial  strain. 

3«  Permit  housing  unit  growth  at  a  rate  approximately  equal  to  that 
shown  in  Newfields  and  surrounding  communities  in  recent  years. 

B.  Growth  Limit  -  The  number  of  building  permits  to  be  issued  in  any 
calendar  year  for  the  construction  of  new  dwelling  units  shall  be 
limited  to  three  and  one-half  percent  (3i^)  rounded  to  the  next 
whole  number,  of  the  number  of  dwelling  units  known  to  exist  in 
Newfields  the  previous  year.  The  Planning  Board,  with  the  advice  of 
the  Selectmen,  shall  certify, prior  to  December  31st  of  each  year,  the 
number  of  dwelling  units  known  to  exist,  using  the  best  available 
information. 

The  growth  control  limitation  shall  apply  to  residential  building 
and  development  in  all  zoning  districts  of  the  Town  of  Newfields. 

C .  General 

1.  No  person,  corporation,  partnership,  development  project  or 
plotted  subdivision  shall  receive  more  than  three  (3)  permits 
for  the  construction  of  new  dwelling  units  in  any  twelve  (12) 
month  period. 

2.  Completed  applications  for  a  building  permit  shall  be  filed  at 
any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Permits  will  be 
issued  in  the  order  in  which  qualified  applications  are  received 
during  the  calendar  yesur  until  the  quota  is  filled #  After  the 
quota  is  filled,  the  remaining  applicants  are  to  be  given 
priority  in  the  ensuing  year  providing  that  they  reapply  before 
February  1st  of  that  year.  If,  on  any  given  day,  more  applica- 
tions are  submitted  than  there  are  permits  available,  the  re- 
maining permits  will  be  distributed  to  qualified  applicants  by 
lottery. 

3«  One  building  permit  shall  be  required  for  the  construction  of 
each  dwelling  unit. 

k.  Permits  for  non-dwelling  construction  or  permits  for  the  exi)an- 
sion,  alteration  or  replacement  of  existing  dwellings  shall  not 
be  affected  by  this  Article. 

5.  This  Article  shall  become  effective  on  the  date  of  passage.

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REK)RT  OF  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING  HELD  MARCH  9»  1982  -  NEWFIELDS 


The  annual  town  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  two  o'clock  by  the  Moderator, 
Jack  Shaw,  with  the  reading  of  the  town  warrant.  Polls  were  then  opened  for 
"balloting  for  town  and  school  district  officers;  the  business  meeting  to  be  held 
at  seven-thirty  until  nine  P.M. 

At  7.30,  after  the  rereading  of  the  warrant,  a  motion  was  made  by  Selectman, 
Jared  Rumford,  seconded  and  so  voted  that  the  business  meeting  stay  open  until 
all  business  had  been  transacted;  the  polls  to  stay  open  for  voting  after  the 
business  meeting  -  no  voting  to  be  done  during  the  meeting.  Mr.  Rumford  also 
stated  that  as  fax  as  the  Selectmen  knew  the  only  error  in  the  town  report  was  on 
page  7  in  the  terra  of  the  treasurer's  office  which  should  have  read  expiring  in 
1983. 

Article  1  -  To  choose  all  necessary  town  and  school  district  officers  for 
the  ensuing  term.  The  Moderator  announced  that  this  had  been  going  on  since  2 
o'clock  and  would  continue  after  the  meeting  until  all  who  wished  had  voted. 

Selectman  Alfred  Conner  asked  if  he  might  makean  announcement  at  this  time, 
and  he  was  given  permission  by  the  Moderator.  Mr.  Conner  said  "If  you  people 
will  notice  we  have  a  new  loud  speaking  system  given  to  the  town  in  memory  of 
Robert  E.  Nixon  by  his  many  friends  in  Newfields.  We  are  sure  that  it  will  help 
people  to  more  clearly  understand  and  hear  what  is  going  on;  especially  the  older 
people." 

Article  2  -  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  authorize  the 
withdrawal  from  Revenue  Shatring  Fund  for  the  following  specific  purposes  and  in 
amounts  indicated  as  follows  1  $2,278.52  each  for  the  Police  Dept.,  the  Fire 
Dept.,  and  the  Town  Dump  totaling  $6, 835* 56.  Normaji  Rollins  moved  that  the 
article  be  adopted  as  read.  Motion  seconded  and  so  voted. 

Article  3  -  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  budget  was  read,  item  by  item, by  Select- 
man Conner.  The  Moderator  asked  townspeople  if  there  were  any  questionson  any 
item  in  the  budget  that  it  be  brought  up  when  the  item  was  read.  Selectamn 
Rumford  explained  the  increase  in  town  officers'  expenses  by  saying  that  the  town 
auditor  would  be  taking  over  the  social  security  for  the  town;  the  tax  bills 
would  be  on  a  computer  pad  and  the  supply  of  same  would  last  three  years.  He 
stated  that  in  no  way  is  he  trying  to  take  away  from  the  tax  collector,  but  it 
should  make  it  easier  for  the  tax  collector.  Several  other  forms  axe   being'done 
by  computer.  The  cost  to  the  town  for  this  computer  service  is  nothing.  He  is 
setting  the  system  up  and  using  Newfields  for  a  pilot  program,  another  question 
was  on  the  police  budget  which  wais  explained  by  Chief  Daley.  Amotion  was  made  by 
Selectman  Rumford  that  we  raise  and  appropriate  $173f 567. 33  to  defray  town 
chsirges  for  the  ensuing  year.  Motion  seconded  and  so  voted. 

Article  ^  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen,  in 
case  of  disaster,  to  apply  for,  contract  for,  receive  and  expend  Federal  Funds 
for  disaster  relief.  Moved  by  Alfred  Conner,  seconded  and  voted  that  the  article 
be  adopted  as  read. 
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Artlcle  5  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for, 
accept  and  expend  money  from  the  State,  Federal  or  another  governmental  unit  or 
a  private  source  which  "becomes  available  during  the  year  in  accordance  with  the 
procedure  set  forth  in  RSA  31«95-h.  Moved  by  Allen  Taylor,  seconded  and  voted 
that  the  article  be  accepted  as  read. 

Article  6  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  grant  a  discount  of  Z%  on  taxes  paid  in  full 
thirty  days  after  the  tax  bills  are  mailed  by  the  Collector.  Moved  by  Norman 
Rollins  that  the  article  be  adopted  but  the  word  "within"be  inserted  so  that  the 
article  would  read  "discount  of  Z%  on  taxes  paid  in  full  within  thirty  days". 
Motion  with  the  word  "within"  inserted  seconded  and  so  voted. 

Article  7  -  To  see  if  the  voters  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Town  treasurer 
to  borrow  a  sum  or  sums  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  of  $105f000.00  in  antici- 
pation of  taxes  collected  for  the  current  municipal  year,  and  to  issue  in  the 
name  and  on  the  credit  of  the  Town  negotiable  notes  therefor,  said  notes  to  be 
repaid  during  the  current  municipal  year  from  taxes  collected  within  the  current 
municipal  year.  Moved  by  Alfred  Conner  that  the  aortic le  be  accepted  as  read. 
Motion  seconded  and  so  voted. 

Article  8  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  prepayment  of  resident 
taxes  and  to  authorize  the  Tax  Collector  to  accept  prepayment  as  provided  by  RSA 
80»la.  Moved  ^s^  Mary  Hallinan,  seconded  and  voted  that  the  article  be  accepted 
as  read. 

Article  9  -  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  relative  to  the  authorization 
of  the  sale  of  real  estate  held  or  acquired  by  the  Town  on  account  of  purchase 
at  tax  sale.  Moved  by  Allen  Taylor  that  the  Town  keep  the  tax  land  with  the 
exception  of  Rye  Field.  Motion  seconded  and  so  voted. 

Article  10  -  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  toward  the  acceptance  of  re- 
ports of  Town  Officers  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report.   Moved  by  Mary  Stevens  that 
the  reports  be  accepted  with  the  correction  of  Jeanne's  term  of  office.  Seconded 
and  so  voted. 

Article  11  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Water  Commissioners, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  revenue. 
Norman  Rollins  moved  that  the  article  be  accepted  as  read.  Seconded  and  so  voted. 

Article  12  -  Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA:i|'3-f  for  the  adjusted  elderly 
exemptions  from  property  taxes?   (This  article  appeared  on  the  ballot.) 

Article  13  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  following 
sums  for  Human  Services  Agencies:  Rockingham  Child  and  Family  Services  $182, 00| 
Greater  Rockingham  Community  Action  Center  $258.00;  and  Seacoast  Regional 
Counseling  Center  $500.00.  Moved  by  Alfred  Conner  that  we  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  as  resui.  Seconded  and  so  voted. 

Article  14  -  On  petition  of  Margery  Brooke  and  ten  others  to  see  what  sum  of 
money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  upkeep  of  the  Town 
Landing.  Mrs.  Brooke  spoke  on  the  article  saying  that  the  dock,  ramp  and  float 
needed  repair.  She  said  that  she  thought  $100.00  would  cover  the  cost  of  the 
repairs.  Moved,  seconded  and  voted  that  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $100.00  be  raised 
and  appropriated  for  the  upkeep  of  the  Town  Landing. 
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Article  15  -  On  petition  of  Norman  Rollins  and  ten  others  to  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  extend  the  sidewalk  from  the  Newf ields  Elementary  School  along 
Piscassic  Road  to  Dixon  Avenue  and  raise  and  appropriate  $7 » 500. 00  for  same. 
After  a  discussion,  the  ^ticle  was  defeated.  r-Ir.  Schneer  felt  that  a  committee 
of  Mr.  Rollins  and  others  be  appointed  to  study  the  project  and  "bring  in  a  plan 
in  detail  for  correction  or  solution  and  prepare  a  warrant  article  for  next  year's 
town  meeting.  Mr.  Rumford  said  that  he  would  like  to  have  such  a  committee 
appointed  right  now.  The  following  offered  to  serve  on  the  committee  with  Mr. 
Rollins  as  chairman:  Allen  Taylor,  Shelly  Rugg  and  Nancy  Taylor. 

Article  16  -  On  petition  of  Charles  G.  Mixter  and  10  others  to  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  for  the  continuation  of  the 
Mediation  Program.  Dr.  Mixter  said  that  such  a  prograim  has  been  going  on  -  it 
Being  similar  to  other  human  service  agencies.  A  motion  was  made  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  $500.00}  seconded  and  so  voted. 

Article  1?  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase  the  salaries  of  the  Water 
Commissioners.  Jeanne  Conner  moved  that  the  salaries  of  the  Commissioners  be 
raised  to  $150.00  with  the  chairman  receiving  $200.00;  seconded  and  so  voted. 

Article  18  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  petition 
the  Commissioners  of  N.H.  Public  Works  and  Highways  for  permission  to  reduce 
speed  Limits  on  certain  town  roads.  Motion  by  Norman  Rollins  that  article  be 
accepted  as  read;  seconded  and  so  voted. 

Article  19  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  position  of  Road  Agent 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen.  A  motion  was  made  by  Jared  Rumford  that  the  Town 
vote  to  have  the  position  of  Road  Agent  appointed  by  the  Selectmen.  Motion 
seconded.  Mr.  Rumford  quite  explicitedly  explained  the  reasons  why  this  article 
was  put  in  the  warrant.  Motion  almost  unanimously  passed. 

Article  20  -  To  hear  the  report  of  any  committee  heretofor  appointed,  and  pass 
any  vote  relating  thereto.  Selectmen  reported  that  there  were  no  committees  to 
report • 

Article  21  -  To  THwvjsacT  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the 
meeting.  Mary  Stevens  moved  that  the  Town  of  Newfields  condemn  nuclear  war  in 
any  form,  and  call  for  an  immediate  worldwide  freeze  on  the  production  of nuclear 
weapons,  a  staged  reduction  of  present  nuclear  arsenals,  and  the  eventual  abolu- 
tion  of  all  nuclear  arms.  Motion  seconded. Alfred  Conner  spoke  against  the 
article;  others  spoke  for  and  against.  The  town  voted  in  favor  of  the  motion. 
Lindsey  Brigham,  town  counsel,  suggested  that  the  Town  should  be  thinking  of  a 
moratorium  on  building  when  the  sewerage  comes  in.   A  plan  for  same  would  need  one 
posting  and  one  public  hearing.  It  was  thought  that  the  Planning  Board  might  be 
working  on  this.   No  more  business  to  come  before  the  meeting  it  suijourned  at 
10.25  P.M.  Polls  remained  open  until  all  who  wished  had  voted..    Counting  the 
ballots  followed.

vie   have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Newfields  for  the  year 
ended  December  31,  1982,  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated  February  11, 
1983.   As  a  part  of  our  examination  we  reviewed  and  tested  the  Town's  system  of 
internal  accounting  control  to  the  extent  we  considered  necessary  to  evaluate 
the  system  as  required  by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.   Under  these 
standards  the  purpose  of  such  evaluation  is  to  establish  a  basis  for  reliance 
thereon  in  determining  the  nature,  timing  and  extent  of  other  auditing  proced- 
ures that  are  necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion  on  the  financial  statements. 

The  objective  of  internal  accounting  control  is  to  provide  reasonable  but  not 
absolute  assurance  as  to  the  safeguarding  of  assets  against  loss  from  unauthor- 
ized use  or  disposition,  and  the  reliability  of  financial  records  for  preparing 
financial  statements  and  maintaining  accountability  for  assets.   The  concept  of 
reasonable  assurance  recognizes  that  the  cost  of  a  system  of  internal  accounting 
control  should  not  exceed  the  benefits  derived  and  also  recognizes  that  the  eval- 
uation of  these  factors  necessarily  requires  estimates  and  judgments  by  management, 


There  are  inherent  limitations  that  should  be  recognized  in  considering  the  pot- 
ential effectiveness  of  any  system  of  internal  accounting  control.   In  the  per- 
formance of  most  control  procedures,  errors  can  result  from  misunderstanding  of 
instructions,  mistakes  of  judgment,  carelessness,  or  other  personal  factors. 
Control  procedures  whose-  effectiveness  depends  upon  segregation  of  duties  can  be 
circumvented  by  collusion.   Similarly,  control  procedures  can  be  circumvented 
intentionally  by  management  with  respect  to  the  estimates  and  judgments  required 
in  the  preparation  of  finanical  statements.   Further  projection  of  any  evalua- 
tion of  internal  accounting  control  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that 
the  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions  and  that  the 
degree  of  compliance  with  the  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

Oar  study  and  evaluation  of  the  Town  of  Newfields  system  of  internal  accounting 
control  for  the'  year  ended  December  31,  1982,  which  was  made  for  the  purpose  set 
forth  in  the  first  paragraph  above,  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  weaknesses 
in  the  system.   However,  such  study  and  evaluation  disclosed  the  following  condi- 
tions that  we  believe  to  be  areas  that  should  be  improved  on.

General  Fund 


General  Fixed  Assets: 


The  Town  does  not  maintain  records  of  general  fixed  assets  as  a  matter  of  policy. 
The  recording  of  fixed  assets  would  fulfill  the  need  to  provide  for  physical, 
dollar  value  control,  and  establish  accountability  for  general  government  capital 
expenditures  over  the  years. 

V/ith  the  recording  of  fixed  assets,  the  related  depreciation  could  be  determined 
on  an  annual  basis  for  the  purpose  of  measuring  total  cost  of  governmental  ser- 
vices and  evaluating  the  effeciency  of  programs. 

Revaluation  of  Land  and  Buildings:  . 

During  1982  the  Towns  valuation  of  property  was  only  25/o  of  the  current  fair  mar- 
ket value.   This  presents  a  burden  to  the  selectmen  in  trying  to  arrive  at  pro- 
per land  and  building  valuations  of  new  homeowners;  or  sale  of  agricultural  land. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  selectmen  recognize  the  need  to  have  all  properties 
assessed  at  100^  of  current  valuation.   This  may  be  accomplished  by  having  a  com- 
plete reassessment  done  by  a  state  qualified  appraiser.

There  were  312  motor  vehicle  and  7  criminal  cases  processed  through  the  court 
system  during  the  year. 

Criminal  activity  during  the  year  was  again  lighter  than  past  years. 
There  was  only  one  burglary  committed.  Residents  should  be  alert  to  persons 
going  around  trying  to  enter  their  homes  under  the  premise  of  purchasing  or 
appraising  antiques.  Persons  using  this  method  have  been  connected  to 
burglaries  in  the  area  in  the  past.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Forest  fire  prevention,  our  business,  your  business,  good  business J  This 
slogan  has  been  the  motto  of  the  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  Forest 
Fire  Service  since  I909  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  the 
Legislature . 

These  laws  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest  fire  protection  program  of 
State  and  local  forest  fire  personnel  that  has,  in  the  past  75  years,  estab-       | 
lidhed  New  Hampshire  as  a  leader  in  forest  fire  prevention  and  control.  Our 
annual  acreage  loss  to  forest  fires  of  one-half  acre  per  fire  is  the  best  in  the 
nation.  This  fire  record  has  come  about  through  thecooperative  efforts  of  our 
state/town  forest  fire  protection  program.  The  state  provides  detection  of 
fires,  training  for  local  forest  fire  wardens,  low  cost  forest  fire  suppression 
equipment  to  local  fire  departments,  and  technical  advice  at  the  fire  ground. 
Local  governments  provide  the  volunteer  fire  fighters  who  are  appointed  as 
wardens  and  deputy  wardens  and  who  respond  quickly  to  suppress  reported  forest 
fires. 

This  program  has  resulted  in  a  steady  decline  in  annual  acres  lost  to 
forest  fires  since  I9IO  when  the  average  fire  burned  33  acres  compared  to  the 
modern  day  loss  of  one -half  acre  per  fire. 

Only  by  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  State/towns  and  our  entire 
citizenry  can  this  record  be  maintained.

NEWFIELDS  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  COMMISSION 

In  1982,  the  four-town  cooperative  mosquito  control  district  made  up  of 
Exeter,  Hampton  Falls,  Newfields  and  Stratham,  became  the  first  district  in  the 
east  coast  to  use  an  all-terrain  vehicle  (ATV)  to  simplify  spraying  in  the 
swamps  and  help  hold  down  the  cost  of  the  programs.  The  eight-wheeled  machine, 
which  can  travel  in  mud,  water,  or  on  solid  ground,  was  purchased  "by  the  Town  of 
Stratham,  and  was  used  in  1982  to  help  disperse  a  biological  control  agent  on 
the  districts'  extensive  salt  marsh  acreage  which  produces  mosquitoes  so  abun- 
dantly. The  ATV,  which  is  rented  out  by  Stratham  to  the  other  towns  in  the 
district,  will  have  completely  paid  for  itself  by  the  end  of  the  I983  season  due 
to  the  labor  it  saves  and  is  expected  to  go  on  saving  the  town's  money  for  many 
years  to  come.  The  biological  control  agent  (a  bacteria)  is  preferred  over 
chemical  insecticides  because  its  effects  axe  specific  to  mosquito  larvae. 

Surveying  and  larviciding  (killing  mosquitoes  as  larvae)  around  neighbor- 
hoods and  recreational  areas  from  March  through  August  also  helps  reduce 
mosquito  annoyance  which  is  caused  by  fresh  water  species  with  a  limited  flight 
range.  We  were  able  to  locate  amd  treat  many  additional  sites  throughout  the 
district  in  1982  because  we  were  able  to  redistribute  some  of  the  labor  funds 
saved  by  the  new  machine.  Keeping  up  with  these  treatments  was  a  challenge  last 
summer  because  of  the  unusually  heavy  rainfall  which  we  received.  Extensive  rains 
can  cause  additional  flooding  on  the  saltmarsh  as  well  as  freshwater  sites  and 
increase  mosquito  production. 

Mosquito  annoyance  in  late  July  and  August  can  be  caused  by  rain-filled 
tires,  pails,  treeholes  and  birdbaths  in  your  own  backyard.  These  objects  act  as 
an  ideal  breeding  habitat  for  a  species  of  mosquito  noted  for  its  painful  bite 
which  may  utilize  these  containers  to  produce  up  to  seven  thousand  (7,000)  larvae 
per  square  foot  of  surface  water.  This  problem  can  be  solved  easily  by 
occasionally  changing  the  water  in  birdbaths  during  this  period,  or  by  removing, 
filling,  or  overturning  tires,  treeholes  ajid  pails.  We  need  everybody's  coopera- 
tion to  help  combat  mosquitoes  and  we  are  sure  your  neighbors  will  appreciate 
your  efforts.  If  you  are  unable  to  remove  old  tires  from  around  your  home,  give 
us  a  call  at  778-O59I  ext.  139»  and  we  may  be  able  to  assist  you. 

Adulticiding,  or  fogging  down  the  streets  of  town,  is  a  back-up  control 
method  used  on  three  of  the  four  towns  for  those  times  when  larviciding  is  just  , 
not  effective  enough.  We  use  this  method  when  our  monitoring  indicates  that  adult 
mosquitoes  are  at  high  levels.  Adulticiding  usually  begins  in  late  May  and  lasts 
through  mid-July,  after  which  it  is  only  used  when  heavy  summer  rains  or  salt- 
marsh  flooding  cause  adult  populations  to  increase  again.  In  1982,  spraying 
continued  into  September  in  an  attempt  to  minimize  the  effects  of  a  possible 
Equine  Endephalitis  outbreak.  There  were  a  total  of  nine  cases  in  the  area  last 
summer,  all  involving  horses  and  all  nine  animals  died.  There  were  no  cases 
reported  within  the  four-town  district. 

I  would  again  like  to  emphasize,  as  I  have  in  the  past,  that  the  object  of 
mosquito  control  is  not  to  eradicate  mosquitoes,  which  is  impossible,  but  rather 
to  lower  the  overall  number  of  mosquitoes  for  as  many  people  as  possible.  To  do 
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this,  we  utilize  a  variety  of  scientific  methods  to  continually  improve  upon 
the  effectiveness  of  the  program  while  maintaining  the  lowest  possible  cost  and 
moving  toward  the  most  environmentally  sound  methods  of  comloating  mosquitoes. 

The  Commission  would  like  to  thank  everyone  who  showed  interest  and 
support  for  the  project  in  1982.

REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONERS 

The  Commissioners  have  "been  meeting  on  the  second  Monday  of  every  month  at 
7  PM  in  the  Town  Hall.  Beginning  in  February  of  1983 »  we  shall  be  meeting  the 
second  Monday  of  every  month  at  7  PM  at  the  Treatment  Plant  Site  on  Herveys  Court. 
During  1982  we  held  our  regular  meeting  every  month  plus  two  working  sessions 
which  amounted  to  a  minimum  of  nine  hours  a  month. 

Many  things  have  been  completed  since  our  last  District  Report.  Construction 
of  the  system  is  complete.  We  started  accepting  sewerage  on  November  18,  1982, 
As  of  this  waiting,  we  axe  servicing  60  units  in  the  district  with  another  75   to 
100  units  that  have  not  as  yet  connected.  A  treatment  plant  operator  has  been 
hired  and  is  now  working  very  hard  bringing  the  plant  on  line. 

As  you  travel  through  town,  you  may  notice  the  three  miles  of  roads  plus  Rt. 
85  and  87  that  are  within  the  district  have  been  resurfaced.  This  was  done  under 
the  construction  contract  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $75*000.00  .  The  town  reim- 
nursed  the  district  $1,150.00  for  one  half  the  cost  of  resurfacing  9OO  feet  of 
road  that  was  not  included  in  the  construction  contract. 

We  were  fortunate  to  have  received  a  grant  from  the  Farmers  Home  Administra- 
tion to  help  defray  the  districts'  share  of  the  construction  costs.  We  were  also 
eligible  for  a  long  term  loan  through  Farmers  Home  Administration,  which  will 

cover  the  entire  district's  share.  We  negotiated  this  loan  in  December  of  1982 
and  were  able  to  pay  off  all  our  short  term  notes  with  the  Indian  Head  Bank. 

Now  comes  the  difficult  task  of  paying  this  long  term  -  30  year  loan.  We  are 
in  the  process  of  establishing  a  bettermint  charge  which  each  unit  in  the  district 
will  be  assessed  on  a  onetime  basis.  The  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  system 
will  be  paid  for  through  a  quarterly  user  charge  system. 

We  would  like  to  thank  you  again  for  your  cooperation  and  understanding 
during  the  construction  of  the  past  year  and  a  half.  We  are  looking  forward  to 
seeing  you  at  our  annual  District  Meeting  on  March  29,  I983.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  NEWFIELDS  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 
MEETING,  MONDAY,  MARCH  8,  1982  AS 
RECORDED  BY  THE  NEWFIELDS  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  CLERK 

The  annual  Newfields  School  District  meeting  was  held  on  Monday,  March  8,  at  the 
Newflelds  Town  Hall.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator,  Jack  Shaw. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  held  on  March  9,  1981  were  reviewed  by  all.  The  motion    J 
to  accept  the  minutes  as  written  was  introduced,  seconded,  and  accepted. 
The  School  Warrant  was  read  by  Moderator  Jack  Shaw  as  follows: 

SCHOOL  WARRANT 
STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  School  District  in  the  Town  of  Newfields,  New 
Hampshire,  qualified  to  vote  in  District  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  District  on  the 
Eighth  day  of  March,  1982,  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

ARTICLE  1   To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees  or  officers  hereto- 
fore chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  2   To  choose  agents,  auditors,  and  committees  in  relation  to  any  subject 
embraced  in  this  warrant. 

ARTICLE  3   To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  change  the  term  of  office  for 
School  District  Moderator,  Clerk,  and  Treasurer  from  one  year  to  a 
period  of  three  years.   Said  change  will  begin  with  the  1983  March 
election. 

ARTICLE  k       To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  apply 
for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by  the  School  District 
Meeting,  money  from  any  source  which  becomes  available  during  the 
fiscal  year.   Said  money  must  be  used  for  legal  purposes  for  which  the 
School  District  may  appropriate  money;  requires  a  public  hearing  on 
the  action  to  be  taken;  must  not  require  the  expenditure  of  other 
school  district  funds;  and  must  be  exempt  from  all  provisions  of  RSA 
32  relative  to  limitations  and  expenditures  of  School  District  monies. 

ARTICLE  5   To  see  if  the  District  wishes  to  request  from  the  Commissioner  of 
Education  a  waiver  of  the  requirements  stated  in  RSA  189:11a  which 
requires  the  establishment  of  a  school  lunch  program. 

ARTICLE  6   To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  make 
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ARTICLE  6   application  for,  accept,  and  expend  on  behalf  of  the  School  District, 
(cont)      all  gifts,  advances,  grants  in  aid,  revenue  sharing  funds  or  any 
other  funds  for  educational  purposes  as  may  now  or  hereafter  be 
available  or  forthcoming  from  the  U.  S.  Government,  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  or  any  of  its  municipalities  or  any  other  state, 
local  or  federal  agency. 

ARTICLE  7   To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  for 
School  District  Officials  and  Agents  and  for  the  payment  of  the  statu- 
tory obligations  of  the  District,  and  to  authorize  the  application 
against  and  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be 
received  from  the  State  Equalization  Fund  together  with  other  income; 
the  School  Board  to  certify  to  the  Selectmen  the  balance  between 
the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be 
raised  by  the  Town, 

ARTICLE  8   To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this 
meeting. 
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ARTICLE  1    Jack  Shaw,  Chairman  of  the  Budget  Committee  reported  that  the  Budget 

Committee  did  not  approve  the  proposed  School  Budget.   Recommendations 
were  made  against  the  teacher's  salary  increases.   No  acceptable 
increase  was  recommended.  All  other  reports  appear  in  the  Town  Report. 

ARTICLE  2   No  action  needed. 

ARTICLE  3   Moderator  Jack  Shaw  announced  that  this  would  be  a  ballot  vote. 
The  vote  was  60  yes,  13  no. 
The  article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  k       School  Board  Chairman  James  Ryan  explained  that  this  is  an  enabling 

article.   It  was  moved  by  Norman  Rollins  and  seconded  that  the  article 
be  adopted  as  written.  The  motion  was  accepted. 

ARTICLE  5   The  article  was  read  by  James  Ryan,  School  Board  Chairman.   It  was 
noted  during  the  discussion  that  the  school  already  has  a  volunteer 
hot  soup  program  during  the  cold  weather,  and  it  was  felt  that  a 
lunch  program  was  unnecessary.   It  was  moved  by  Mary  Hallinan  and 
seconded  that  the  School  District  request  from  the  Commissioner  of 
Education  a  waiver  of  the  requirements  stated  in  RSA  I89:ll-a  which 
requires  the  establishment  of  a  school  lunch  program. 
The  motion  was  accepted. 

ARTICLE  6   This  article  was  explained  as  another  enabling  article  by  School 

Board  Chairman  James  Ryan.   It  was  moved  by  Alan  Taylor  and  seconded 
that  Article  6  be  adopted  as  written. 
The  motion  was  accepted. 

ARTICLE  7  The  Budget  was  read  by  School  Board  Chairman  James  Ryan  and  explained 
by  James  Ryan  assisted  by  School  Board  Members  Lynne  Sweet  and  Kathie 
lannicel 1 i . 

After  discussion  and  questions  on  Teacher's  salaries  a  motion  was 
introduced  by  Jeanne  Conner  and  seconded  that  the  teacher's  salaries 
be  published  annually  in  the  Town  Report. 

A  show  of  hands  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  was  accepted. 
There  were  questions  about  the  proposed  new  Resource  Room  and  teacher 
for  Special  Education  students.   It  was  explained  that  a  Special 
Education  Program  is  required  by  the  State  for  specially  screened 
students.   These  students  have  previously  been  tuitioned  out  of  town. 
The  Board  estimated  that  this  new  program  will  cost  less  and  wil  also 
benefit  other  students  in  the  school  who  need  additional  help.   In 
addition,  keeping  these  special  students  in  town  will  save  transporta- 
tion expenses.   Also  questioned  was  the  appropriation  of  $3,875.00 
for  Fiscal  Services.  The  Board  said  that  this  is  for  the  use  of  Exeter's 
computer  to  keep  the  School  District  accounts.  The  use  of  a  computer    ^ 
is  necessary  because  the  union  no  longer  has  a  Business  Administrator. 
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ARTICLE  7   The  Board  is  investigating  alternatives  and  will  try  to  find  a  more 

(cont.)     cost  efficient  way  to  do  this. 

The  motion  was  introduced  by  Alan  Taylor  and  seconded  that  the  School 
District  raise  and  appropriate  $3^0,463.00  for  the  support  of  the 
schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  for  School  District  officials  and 
agents,  and  for  the  Payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district, 
and  that  there  be  applied  against  said  appropriations  such  sums  as  are 
estimated  to  be  received  from  the  State  Equalization  Fund  together  with 
other  income,  and  the  School  Board  be  authorized  to  certify  to  the 
Selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  income  and  the  appropriation 
as  an  assessment  to  be  raised  by  the  town  by  taxes. 
A  written  petition,  signed  by  ten  voters,  asking  that  Article  7  be 
voted  on  by  a  yes/no  ballot  was  presented  to  the  Moderator. 
A  total  of  91  votes  were  cast  and  the  motion  to  accept  the  proposed 
School  Budget  as  written  was  adopted  by  51  yes  votes. 

ARTICLE  8   Lyhne  Sweet  received  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  for  her  9  years  of 
service  to  the  town  as  a  School  Board  Member.   No  action  was 
necessary  on  this  article. 

No  other  business  to  come  before  the  meeting,  it  was  adjourned.

Superintendent  of  Schools,  Fred  B.  King 

Many  times  throughout  the  year  someone  poses  a  very  legitimate  question, 
"How  good  are  the  Schools  of  this  community?"   One  has  to  base  the  answer  on  the 
over-all  "track  record"  of  the  school  and  not  on  isolated  items  based  on  a  single 
child.   One  has  to  look  at  the  total  continum  of  educational  opportunities  and 
the  student  performance  as  a  result  of  those  experiences. 

The  schools  of  SAU  #16  as  a  public  school  system  tries  to  meet  the  needs  of 
each  child.   There  is  a  program  available  which  trys  to  fulfill  this  goal.   Let 
me  summarize  these: 

1)  Regular  classes  designed  to  group  students  according  to  ability  and 
need.  Well  defined  objectives  have  been  established  and  a  systematic 
approach  (sometimes  referred  to  as  "levels")  has  been  established  to 
aid  the  accountability  of  student  learning  in  the  key  areas  of  read- 
ing, language  arts  and  math, 

2)  Special  education  classes  for  students  with  mental  exceptionalities 
from  the  educable  to  the  severely  and  profoundly  handicapped, 
emotionally  disturbed,  oral  language  impaired,  hearing  impaired, 
visually  impaired,  multiply  handicapped,  and  those  with  learning 
disabilities, 

3)  College  preparatory  classes  that  train  graduates  who  constantly 
compete  at  colleges  throughout  the  United  States  at  a  successfully 
high  level, 

4)  A  Vocational  Center  that  provides  programs  in  many  different 
vocational  areas  where  many  students  gain  job  placement  in  skilled 
areas  prior  to  graduation, 

5)  A  successfully  diversified  co-curricular  program  of  athletics,  music, 
speech,  drama,  arts,  etc,  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  students, 

6)  Financially  efficient  operation  that  blends  available  resources 
with  prioritized  needs. 

7.  Competent  teaching  and  administrative  staff  members  who  pride 
themselves  in  assisting  students  to  develop  their  innate  abilities. 

8.  Curricular  course  guides  designed  with  specific  objectives  for 
student  achievement  to  assure  a  degree  of  accountability  and 
consistency, 

9.  Supplemental  pupil  services  of  guidance,  counseling,  social  work, 
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health,  testing,  and  psychological  services  to  meet  student  needs. 

10.  A  modern  and  efficient  program  of  transportation. 

11.  An  efficient  program  of  building  maintenance  services  and 
renovation  where  needed. 

Sometimes  not  everyone's  needs  are  met  as  well  as  one  would  like  but  in 
comparing  our  graduate  programs  and  services  with  those  of  other  communities 
I  believe  you  would  be  hard  pressed  to  find  a  school  system  that  better  deals 
with  all  childrens  needs  than  does  the  Schools  of  SAU  #16. 

As  schools  look  to  the  future  two  needs  stand  out.   We  need  to  organize  a 
program  of  computer  education  from  grades  one  to  twelve,  educate  our  staff  and 
provide  adequate  computers  and  software  to  carry  out  the  program.   The  second 
need  deals  with  the  high  school  library  in  Exeter.   It  is  in  need  of  additional 
space  to  meet  the  requirements  of  a  good  high  school  library.   A  committee  should 
review  and  study  this  problem  and  present  a  solution  to  the  Exeter  School  District 
a  year  from  now.   With  the  college  competition  today,  and  the  need  for  good 
research  skills  we  cannot  afford  to  neglect  the  very  "heart"  of  any  school  system  ■ 
namely  its  library  facility. 

Since  this  is  the  last  report  that  I  shall  prepare  I  wish  to  express  my 
thanks  to  the  many  fine  people  whom  I  have  met  over  the  years.   Most  of  my 
memories  are  pleasant  ones  and  they  certainly  far  outweight  the  disagreeable  and 
politically  oriented  ones  that  have  come  my  way  as  of  late. 

One  way  to  insure  that  schools  continue  to  grow  is  to  have  citizens  become 
interested  and  involved.   Citizens  should  want  to  know  what  is  going  on  and  be 
keenly  aware  of  actions  taken  by  the  local  school  board  in  their,  behalf.   Attend- 
ance at  board  meetings  and  voicing  opinions  is  an  option  every  citizen  has  and  it 
should  be  utilized  more  frequently  in  the  days  ahead.   Remember  children  are 
indeed  our  most  important  resource  and  we  must  never  short  change  them  in  the 
name  of  "economy".
